advanced when widespread political 
debauchery of our state and city 
governments wa* discovered, was 
that too many Ignorant people with 
no property Interests at stake were 
voting. Recent disclosures hsvc 
shown that the voters were being de 
bauched and the laws violated by 
those, who have the greatest prop, 
erty Interest at stake Then the 
other alternative was accepted, and 
the present theory Is that more di 
rect responsibility and power must 
be placed on the people.

729 Ooehel avenue He Is 
survived by a young wife, hi* par- 
ents. Mr. and Mra. George A Clark, 
one sister.
